It is reported that General Yang on the 28nd inst 
sent a message to General Lu at Woosung inviting him to 
come to Shanghai to discuss some important mattors. He 
received a reply that Lu was sick anda unable to attend. 


Secret movements of troops appear to be in ah lal 
zhe garrisons at Sungkiang and oo go are being 
gradually withdrawn to Shanghai and their Planes being 
taken by Ohekiang troops. 


Up to and including the 17th inst about 1,850 Rebels 
have rogistered at the Repatriation Office. Since then 
however it is reported that about 800 other different 
Parties have applied and as the moembers of these parties 
mumber about 20,000 persons, their earplications will be 
aifficult to deal with from a financial point of view. 
The investigation of claims is not yet completed. 


About 8@ rebels of the poorest class wore wandering 
around the Pahsienjao district in s«renchtown on the 
might of the 2ist having no money to get lodgings and 
were dispersed by the Police. 


No settlement has yet been rcoachca between the painters 
and thoir omployors but several of tho workmen unable 
to hold eut any longer are dribbling back to worke
